MARION, Ohio, Aug. 10.—Slow moving throngs crowd-. 


ed the streets at Marion again in the last public honors War- 
ren G. Harding will know before the doors of the ivy grown 
vault close upon him. It seemed that not alone Ohio, but 
every surrounding state had sent legions here to pass be- 
side the bier or to stand silent as the dead President was 
carried to his rest. 


Congested sidewalks flanked Centre street where the 


home of his father, sheltering the great son, again, stands be- 
hind a glowing wall of flowers. On the north side, down the 
tree-lined stone walk that leads to the home, a closely crowd- 
ed line, kept in place by guardsmen, set a way for blocks. 
The far end was down before the draped courthouse and it 
moved away from the house of sadness instead of towards 
it. 


Hundreds on hundreds came to join the gathering. 


Every hour they came faster than the slow movement past 
the bier could absorb them. 


A thin handful seemed the line of 


those coming from the quiet room 
around which the sorrowful heart of 
all Americans centered today. Thou- 
sands must be turned away almost 
certainly, though hours still interven- 
ed before the simple funeral train, 
was formed; .

ing towards Marion from all direc- 
tions. Motor" cars 'came' rolling in over 
every road, bringing added scores to

Before the shadows of eve- 


ning steal across the wide peaceful 
fields of the x'alley where he was born 
the gates of his tomb will have clos- 
ed behind him and the long, long way 
cl his funeral ended. 


In gracious kindness the sorrow- 


ful woman, who longed for the end 
of the public orceal that has stretch- 
ed into more than a week of cere- 
monial and pageant that the people 
ftf the nation, the state and the town 
that claimed him as its son might 
testify to their grief, set aside her 
t'wn 
wish to be alone with her dead 
it the last. 


.Throughout the hours of darknes 


last night the casket which he'd him 
lay open in the humble home and all 
were welcomed to pass beside it again. 


Today the face of the dead chief 


was made visible for the last time to 
the "boys" who knew him as "the 
boss" in the offices of the Marion Star 
whan he sat there as editor. 
A few 


others came privately to the casket 
because of their close association in 
the bygone years with the dead. In 
the depths of bet; sorrow. Mrs. Hard- 
ing has no: faile'd of the thoughtful 
kindness that has marked her every 
action before and since death came to 
her husband in San Framcisco. Last 
night it seemed that every man. wo- 
man and child in Marion, stood Hong 
on the shaded qu;et street to pay this 
last honor to the dead. Xo man knew 
with exactness how many thousands 
had 
walked 
through 
the 
modest 


room, where casket lay and gazed a 
moment on the peaceful face under 
the glass. There was a btash of mour- 
ning about th" streets despite the 


s'waiting to enter and o'lher 


hundreds 
streaming 
slowly 
away, 


talking with hushed voices of the 
neighbor and friend whose greatness 
they had aimed. They had seen him 
In death as they had known him in 
life. 
The calm dig-nity that marked 


him in his hours as president re- 
mained with him even, when his life 
had- ceased. He was the same-' War- 
ren Harding some had known for 
years and seemed only to sleep .as- he 
lay there. 
It was hard for them-to 


realize that this old friend -was dead. 
The last day before the tomb shall 
clame "these hallowed relics" began 
peacefully, and no stir of marching 
legions to join in last honors. 
Here 


and there on the streets walked men 
of the Ohio National Guard, but they 
walked for the most part unarmed 
and merely to see that the peace and 
quiet of the sleeper was not thought- 
lessly disturbed. They would not go 
with him to his tomb- Again today 
the stir of movement in Marion has 
hushed. 


The great mills that surround it 


were silent and deserted; no rattling 
traffic of commer.ce broke the quiet 
of the shaded streets. 
On the rail- 


ways long trains came in to add new 
thousands from the distant places to 
the throng already gathered, but no 
whistle blew and 
the 
clanging of 


bells was still. Except for the multi- 
tude that grew hourly to fill the side- 
walks with moving humanity. Marion 
was a city of silence, in her sorrow, a 
silence that would not be broken un- 
til t*ie simple funeral train gathered 
late in the day to bear the dead Pres- 
ident to the tomb that awaited him. 
Then there must come an added stir 
and movement that could not be 
avoided. Then would voices be raised 
| in prayer, for sacred melodies as the 
last rites -were said. But the morning 
hours were peaceful and calm and as 
untroubled as the sleep of the man 
thus honored-

The while Ross pleaded for mercy, 
the noose was dropped over his head 
As it was tightened around his neck, 
he begged to be allowed to explain 
himself. 
Given permission, he told 
the two score men gathered in a cir- 
cle about him that he and his wife 
lited in New York but had been sent 
to Toledo as organizers from the Chi- 
cago efface of a political organiza- 
tion. 


As he was finishing his expiana- 
t.on. one of the members of the crowd 
produced an American 
flag 
Ross 
grabbed and kissed it and implored 
to be allowed to show his American- 
ism 
He the-a voluntarily pledged his 
allegiance to the flag and renounced 
the party he represented. Thereupon 
the noose was removed from Ross' 
neck and Mrs Ross was returned to 
the scene'. She also kissed the flag 
and pledged allegiance 
to It. and 
when they promised to return to the 
east at once and to forego visiting 
Toledo ever again, they were released 


On Monday night. It is said. ROSS 
first spoke bitterly against the late 
president. Last night he disregarded 
a warning not to repeat his remarks 
and a riot in which Ross' sympathiz- 
ers emerged second best followed the 
radical speakers seizure.

of Rain-in-the-Fs.ee and Sitting 


Bull and the long line of Dakotan 
braves who were famous in Indian 
warfare, will rounC 
out his fiftieth 
year of service 
as 
a. 
missionary 


among the Red Men. 
Dr- Ashley, is the sole survivor of 


the framers of the treaty of 1876 
which opened the Black Hills coun- 
try to gold seekers, str.ipping the In- 
dians of- their hunting grounds and 
incidentally leading 
to the 
Caster 
massacre at Little Big Horn. Later 
he was present on the Cheyenne Riv- 
er reservation 
during 
the 
Ghost 


Dance, or Messiah Craze, which cul- 
minated in the battle of Wounded 
Knee, where the Federal 
troopers 


avenged the slaughter of Custer and 
his men. 
Still later it fell-to his lot 
to /lead to Christianity Chief Gaul, 
one of the chief participants in the 
Idttle Big Horn affair, of whom he 
gives testimony that "for the rest of 
his life he was a conscientious Chris- 
tian." 
As a boy, Dr. Ashley came to Mich- 


igan from. England to practice tne 
trade of carpenter.

field attracted him, and within a few 
montht he was on his way to the Da- 
kotas-where he entered service under 
the late Slehop Hare.

This rating -will take account of ail 
health work which the city is doing,

The first series of awards will be 


made to cities of a population of 100,-

The 
development 
of the public 


health program has been so rapid in
